THE ATTRACTIVE L. Jack Gomez Community Center in Atwood brings to 


the neighborhood a meeting place and space for social and civic activities. A 
separate wing houses a Teen Center with pool tables, ping pong and other 
game equipment. The three-acre Parque de los Ninos [Children’s Park] 
surrounds the pretty stucco, red tiled roof structure. Dedication of the 
building is at 2 p.m. Sunday, March 2. 


A youngster who picked crops in 
the fields and grew up to become 
mayor, Sunday will have a building 
named in his. honor. 

The building is the L. Jack Gomez 
Community Center, a shining red 
and white structure, spaciously set 
in a surrounding park in Atwood. 

The man for whom it is named, 
Jack Gomez, a native Placentian, 
has been a member of his home 
town’s City Council longer than any 
other man...12 years. 

The dedication at 2 p.m., Sunday 
afternoon, March 2, will bring out a 
large number of people to hear all 
about Jack Gomez and the building, 
onto territory that not long ago 
belonged to Orange County, but 
which, through the efforts of its 


residents and Jack Gomez, who at 
that time was the mayor, became’an 
interesting part of Placentia. 
“One of the most important 
phases of Placentia winning the 
national All America City Award, 
was the accomplishments of the 
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Atwood community,"’ Gomez re- 
members with pride. 

The accomplishments included a 
self help housing development, 
probably the first successful one in 
the United States, where the people 
did much of their own labor on their 
homes. 

‘It's unbelievable in this day and 
age, that that type of project is even 
attempted, because of everyone 
being so busy,’ Councilman Gomez 
recalls. ‘It's like going back to the 
old homesteading days when you 
built your own home. The people of 
Atwod should be commended for 
that. It's unbelievable that they 
would finish the project. 

“The fact that they worked and 
then would go and put in three or 
four hours after work and late at 
night. And the most amazing thing 
was the women and children who 
involved in building the 


were 
homes. It shows what a lot of 
cooperation can do!" 

‘l was born in Placentia,” 


Councilman Gomez recalls, **educa- 
ted in Placentia and I've lived here 
all my life along with my six brothers 
and two sisters. My mom and dad 
were here since 1916 and we're still 
here. They came from the interior of 
Mexico, from Leon Guanajuato." 
Gomez's Dad is still living; his 
mother passed away two years ago. 
His parents had much to do with his 


way of lite. 

‘Dad worked for the railroad, 
worked as a laborer all his life. We 
picked crops, up and down the state 
and in the summer when we could 
leave school. We picked and 
harvested walnuts, we worked out 
on the farms and in the oranges."’ 

“The one thing my Dad really 
taught all of us was how to work. 
That was the one thing he was 
always saying that if he taught us 
nothing else, he would teach us how 
to work."’ 

“It was very hard work, working 
in the fields. Back-breaking!"* In 
those days that's all there was. We 
had to work with such a large family. 

“I'm the only one in city 
government. We feel that Placentia 
has been very good to our family and 
I took it upon myself, along with my 
brothers and sisters, to get involved 
in a lot of things. 

‘*My Dad felt whatever we could 
do to help others, even to sharing the 
last slice of bread in our house with 
someone who needed it badly, was 
the way he brought us up."’ 

“I went to segregated schools in 
Placentia. Always my pet peeve 
were the segregated schools that 
existed here in Orange County and 
in Placentia. In one of those schools 
you had the feeling that you weren't 
wanted to go on any further with 
your education, so there was a

drop-out situation. That has 
changed.” 

Councilman Gomez, in private

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Off-Shore Drilling 
Imperative, Chamber Told 


The United States of America is in 
a precarious fuel position and should 
immediately start extensive off 
shore oil drilling, Ted Bertness, 
Area Process Engineer for Mobil Oil 
Corporation, told Placentia Cham- 
ber of Commerce members at their 
noon luncheon last week. 

‘This country has about an 8-year 
supply of natural gas and an 8-year 
supply of oil."’ Bertness told 
luncheon guests. 

**We have the ability to produce 
1S million barrels of oil a day in the 
United States but 40 per cent of our 
supply must come from foreign oil."’ 

“The major reserves of the 
world’s oil are in the middle east, 
around the Persian Gulf. The Arab 


nations have more than _three- 
fourths of the reserves of the 
world,’’ Bertness reported. 


**The United States has an 8 to 10 
year supply at best. We are not ina 
good position.”’ 


“We feel very strongly that we 
must go off shore and_ drill,” 
Bertness stated. 

The oil company engineer said 
that the prospects of finding more oil 
on the North American continent are 
dim except for the unexplored 
Continental Shelf. 

“This (the Continental Shelf) is 
providing tremendous reserves for 
the rest of the world. We feel very 
strongly we've got to go off shore." 

“The prospects off shore,” 
Bertness outlined, **‘would be about 
three-fourths as much oil as we've 
already found." j 

“We feel a delay can't be 
tolerated because of the direct 
relationship between the energy 
supply and our present standard of 
living.”’ 

**Our overseas oil bill right now is 
around $25 million a year. The 
balance of trade is extremely 
unfavorable." 


Zavala Sees Gains 
In Ethnic Schooling 


Education for the Mexican- 
American child in the Placentia 
Unified School District is improving. 
Salvador Zavala, present Clerk of 
the Board of Trustees of the district 
declared today. 

Zavala cited as evidence the 
present number of _ bilingual, 
bicultural programs currently in 
force in the district, including the 
Early Childhood Education program 
at Rio Vista Elementary School 
which has been rated in the 91st 
percentile by state evaluation. 

“We are also hiring more 
bilingual staff,"’ Zavala reports and 
there are programs such as English 
as a Second Language and the 
implementation of Affirmative 
Action, a new program.” 

Zavala, who has the longest 
longevity of any of the present board 
members, having served 18 years as 
a trustee, looks with pride on the 
district which is Unified (all grades 
under one board), and which has

expanded phenomenally during his 
service. He is currently seeking 
reelection in the March 4 vote.

Not only are we Unified, 
but also we belong to a Junior 
College District. (Zavala, also is a 
Trustee of the North Orange 
Community College District and was 
one of the individuals who helped 
found it.) 

On the subject of junior college 
districts, Zavala continues: ‘‘Take 
for example, Garden Grove. Garden

Almost 24,000 voters will 
eligible to go to the polls Pt 
March 4 to select three Trustees for 
the Placentia Unified School District 
and decide the fate of a $20 million 
bond issue for continued building of 
school facilities. 


The bond election will require a 
two-thirds vote to pass. Also on the 
ballot are five openings in four areas 
of the North Orange County 
Community College District, with all 
voters voting in all districts. 
Placentia is included in Area 3. 


Ballots in the PUSD elections will 
come from all of Placentia and parts 
of Fullerton, Anaheim, Brea, Yorba 
Linda and Orange County territory. 
Polls will be open from 7 a.m. to 8 
p-m. 

Nine candidates are seeking the 
three seats on the PUSD Board, 
including the three incumbents, all 
of whom are officers of the Board. 

Incumbents include Mrs. Jean 
Pappas, President of the Board; Dr. 
William Yates, Vice President and 
Salvador Zavaia, Clerk.

Dr. Yates Takes 
Issue With Slate 


The possibility that a three-man 
slate from the city of Anaheim if 
elected to the Board of Trustees of 
the Placentia Unified School 
District, would proceed to deannex 
their area from PUSD and ‘‘then get 
off the board since they will have 
deannexed themselves,’’ was for- 
warded this week by PUSD Board 
Vice President, Dr. William Yates, 
who is also running for reelection. 

The three candidates mentioned 
by Dr. Yates have been active in an 
attempted deannexation of the Rio 
Vista Elementary School, in the city 
of Anaheim and also in the Placentia 
School District. 

**Thus they would leave the public 
and the patrons of the rest of this 
district with the problem of 
reconstructing the board in July of 
1976," Dr. Yates suggested. 

‘I will make the commitment to 
all of the patrons of this district to 
represent and support all the 


children of this district in all of my 
decisions including those relating to 
annexations and deannexations as 
well as a commitment to the public to 
serve for a full term, which is in fact 
what I’m running for. I'!l be here for

a full four year term,’’ Dr. Yates 
countered. 

In the final stages of the school 
board campaign, which has seen 
nine candidates seek three board 
seats, Dr. Yates says he is taking a 
strong stand on the issues. 

“It concerns me that an issue 
cannot be determined and resolved 
and constructively decided in 
getting on with the real purpose--- 
that of education,’’ Dr. Yates said in 
reference to the Rio Vista 
deannexation activity which has 
split that school community.

majority of teachers in the Placentia 
Unified School District, has voted to, 
support Mrs. Jean (Arnold) Pappas, 
current President of the PUSD 
Board of Trustees and Dr. William 
Yates, Vice President of the Board, 
in their efforts in seeking reelection 
to the board on the March 4 ballot.

Grove is being cut up into three 
different parts.

*‘As far as the Placentia Unified 
School District is concerned, we've 
had very good planning.

To the Editor: 

On February the 13th the State 
Board of Education met in Los 
Angeles. Included on their agenda 
was the question of whether or not to 
allow an election in East Anaheim 
which would decide whether an area 
south of the Riverside Freeway 
would remain in the Placentia School 
District or be transferred to 
Anaheim jurisdiction. The Board 
heard an argument from 
the East Anaheim citizens request- 
ing the deannexation and an 
argument from the Placentia Unified 
School District Board of Trustees 
which opposed the deannexation. 

The chairman of the Orange 
County Board for School District 
Organization (who is also a member 
of the Orange County Board of 
Education) also used the power of 
his offices to suppress the election. 
The State Board then voted no, 
without discussion. The _ initial 
reaction was one of shock. Before 
hearing the arguments on deannex- 
ation the State Board had installed 
new officers, heard a lengthy 
student report and had then heard 
brief reports from each board 
member. They had created the 
impression of being an open 
minded, objective group. Their 
failure to even discuss the matter of 
the deannexation was then put into a

comic light by a quick adjournment 
and an immediate and persistently 
repeated question on the public 
address system of ‘‘where is the 
room for lunch?"’ The vital matter of 
lunch had not been coordinated. The 
matter of denying the election had 
been thoroughly coordinated. 
Whenever a portion of a school 
district is to be transferred and both 
the gaining and the losing district 
boards are in agreement, it is a 
routine matter for the area to be 
transferred. 


* Without such agreement it may be 

impossible for affected citizens to 
exercise provisions of the law which 
allow them to petition for 
separation. Each school board has at 
its beck and call a full time tax-paid 
staff of administrators to prepare 
and promote whatever position and 
supporting data it needs in any 
situation. The citizens must struggle 
on their own. Additionally there is a 
standing gentlemans agreement at 
the tri-levels of district, county and 
state in which it is policy to show a 
united front. 


It is now impossible to say exactly 
why the Placentia Board took its 
original stand. They have operated a 
highly successful district in nearly 
all areas for several years, with 
impressive gains in student 


In Answer To Bond 


To the Editor: 

A letter from one of the candidates 
for the board of education of the 
Placentia Unified School District in 
the March 4 election, published in 
this newspaper last week, has so 
many misleading or erroneous 
statements in it - presumably 
because of lack of information and 
understanding on the part of the 
writer - that a reply must be made so 
that PUSD voters won't be 
unnecessarily confused or misled on 
this important issue. ‘ 

I really would like to address all 
seven of the ‘reasons’ proposed for 
voting against the bond issue, but 
space limitations dictate I concen- 
trate on only the more disturbing 
ones: 


1. The argument that today’s 
economy is no time for a district to 
‘double its bonded indebtedness” 
is treated extensively and - I believe 
- convincingly by the Citizens School 
Bond Committee in a separate press 
release which I trust can be found 
elsewhere in this edition. 


2. The statement that there is no 
immediate urgency to sell new 
bonds since not all of the bonds 
authorized in the 1969 election have 
been sold reveals a _ lack of 
knowledge of the lead time required 
by a district for financing, planning, 
building, and preparing a new 
school for use. The remaining $3.3 
million in unsold bonds authorized 
in 1969 are planned for sale before 
the end of 1975, to be applied to the 
next two elementary — schools 


required by this district - the Tynes 
school (near Begabriborre and 
Rose) and the ‘“Able’’ school (near 
Imperial and Esperanza). Additional 


funds from the new bond 
authorization are required to 
complete these two projects, and 
even then the earliest they can be 
ready for occupancy is September 
1977 and September 1978, respec- 
tively, if all goes well. With another 
900 students expected in PUSD in 
each of the next two years, where 
will those students be housed if 
these two schools are delayed? No 
urgency? Nonsense! 

3. It was alleged that the 
campaign favoring passage of the 
bond issue has addressed only the 
impact of the new bond sale on one 
of the two parts of our school taxes - 
namely, the Bond Interest and 
Redemption Fund tax rate, which 
will remain essentially unchanged 
irrespective of passage or failure of 
the March 4 bond issue - with ‘‘no 
public mention of the impact on the 
general fund taxes." It was further 
stated that ‘‘obviously the general 
fund taxes must increase."’ 

First, it is totally untrue that there 
has been no mention of the General 
Fund tax rate in public meetings on 
the bond issue. I have personally 
addressed this point at every 
meeting on the bond issue in which I 
have participated to date, including 
one attended by the writer of the 
letter. 

The important thing, however, is 
that adding new schools because of 
increased enrollment does not 
directly affect General Fund tax 
rates. PUSD has built 18 new schools 
and additions to 6 or 7 others since 
1962 and has sold over $25 million in 
local bonds since about 1960, but the 
General Fund tax rate has not varied 
in response to bond sales and school 
construction in those years. The 


suburbs, then you realize the 
importance of the bonds." 

Zavala, who is a veteran of World 
War Il, attended Fullerton Junior 
College and received part of his 
education on the GI bill. He also has 
studied at the National University of 
Mexico and has a BA degree from 
the University of the Americas, he 
adds. 

Zavala also is a strong supporter 
of Superintendent John Tynes. ‘I 
was the one who came out strong for

achievement. One of their members 
is unusually sensitive to the needs of 
other people. Even that member did 
not respond to the de-annexation 
petition. It would have been a 
further gain for the board to show 
that it could truly recognize the 
needs of a minority of its citizens 
rather than try to drown them in a 
desire to promote the overall district 
image. 


The citizens petition asked for 
recognition of problems which have 
been developing for sixteen years. 
The problems may _ not be 
understood very well by people who 
have not lived with them for a few 
years. They center on busing and 
community identity. The area in 
question became part of the 
Placentia School District many years 
ago, at a time when the area was 
agricultural and under county 
jurisdiction. It is now part of the city 
of Anaheim. All children must be 
bused several miles to school after 
the third grade. 


Until January of this year, all 
children after the second grade had 
to be bused and in the area north of 
La Palma, all children have been 
bused since the area was developed 
sixteen years ago. This has grown 
more irksome each year as the buses 
bypass the neighborhood schools on

variations that have occurred in this 
tax rate have been caused by other 
factors, such as voted increases to 
cover rising operating costs and 
inflationary factors, introduction of 
new programs, levying of new 
permissive overrides for special 
purposes, changes in state school 
finance laws, and other forces not 
related to enrollment growth and 
school construction. It is true that 
some General Fund money is usually 
required to complete the equipment 
needs for a new school, but this can 
usually be squeezed into the budget 
without any tax increase. 

A little thought will convince the 
voter that since the total assessed 
valuation of property in our district 
has increased by an average of about 
14% each year for the past five 
years, while the enrollment has 
increased by about 7% per year in 
the same period, even a constant 
General Fund tax rate generates 
considerably more total revenue 
each year. 

In any case, each district in 
California now operated under 
Senate Bill 90, which stipulates a 
base revenue per student that is 
calculated on the basis of the 1972-3 
tax rates in the district, with a 6% 
inflation factor added each year. 
Under this law any additional 
General Fund tax rate (exclusive of 
permissive overrides) would have to 
be authorized specifically by a vote 
of the electorate in the district. 
There is obviously no automatic 
connection between this complex 
law and the sale of new bonds and 
the construction of new schools!

their way to Placentia. 

The area residents for about ten 
years have also chaffed over their 
failure to have a neighborhood park 
site developed which was purchased 
in the 1960's. In Anaheim, however, 
parks are developed partially with 
school funds. Placentia can hardly 
be blamed for its failure to develop a 
park in Anaheim, but the community 
still wants and needs the park. 
Schools are strongly affected by city 
laws, such as in the areas of zoning 
and building codes. Anaheim 
residents who are in the Placentia 
School District must help pay for the 
schools in Placentia, but they have 
no voice in Placentia Municipal 
affairs. 

The Placentia School Boards’ real 
reasons for rejecting the petition to 
deannex are difficult to comprehend 
but they chose to identify the 
projected change in ethnic ratio as 
their basis. The district currently 
has about 16,000 students, with 
about 14 per cent in minority groups. 
The departing strength of about 850 
has only about 10 per cent 
minorities. There would obviously 
be an impact - two tenths of one per 
cent! 

There is a school board election 
coming up on March 4 in which the 
voters can put this matter on the 
road to correction. If you are 
interested and believe de- 
annexation for this community is 
equitable, find out about the election 
and be sure to vote.

begin again to communicate with all 
the people in Rio Vista area and 
attack and resolve the more 
fundamental problems." 

“I've been concerned at the 
accusations made by members of the 
Anaheim slate with respect to the 
integrity of current board members 
and particularly the integrity of our 
staff. I object to that kind of tactic in 
a community election--especially 
our community. I think it is 
completely unnecessary and can 
only make future discussion more 
difficult."’ 

The three man slate designated by 
Dr. Yates, includes Rio Vista 
parents, James R. Jamieson, a 
business management consultant; 
Jack Manos, an accountant and 
Milfred F. Smith, a financial 
management coordinator. 

Dr. Yates further takes issue with 
the trio on the subject of $20 million 
in building bonds the school district 
is seeking. 

“The slate from Anaheim also 
appears not to understand that 
issue,’’ Dr. Yates claims. 

Members of the three man team 
have spoken out against the bonds 
for a number of reasons including 
the fact they do not believe this is an 
appropriate time to increase the 
schools bonded indebtedness, that it 
would increase the general fund 
taxes for additional teachers and 
supplies, that the bond authoriza- 
tion is a blank check and that schools 
should be financed a single school at 
a time. 

Dr. Yates counters: ‘It again is 
one of the strong indications that the 
people who are saying these things 
don’t understand what they're 
talking about.” 

‘*The other source of revenue for 
our school district is the base 
revenue source of income also 
related to the assessed valuation of 
the properties in this district. It is 
obvious that if we build more 
facilities that we will require more 
teachers. But the only reason we 
build those facilities is because we 
have additional children to house,’’ 
Dr. Yates points out. 

“It’s because we've had 4,000 
new homes built. Those homes 
provide increased valuation, and 
that’s where the additional money 
comes from. There is no indication 
whatsoever that the general fund tax 
rate will increase in any way because 
we're building new schools for new 
students,’’ he states. 

“If growth does not materialize, 
those schools will not be built. The 
state wouldn’t let us build them even 
if we tried. We have no purpose in 
building schools to remain empty. 
But when one looks at the population 
comparisons, some of the most 
recent ones are that Yorba Linda 
between 1975 and 1980 will increase 
in population from 22,725 to 30,912; 
Placentia from 33,811 to 42,039. And 
one looks at Anaheim and sees 
Anaheim go from 197,318 to 
222,551. And also part of Fullerton’s 
growth from 94,225 to 98,913 will be 
in our district.”’ 

“The school district is not by itself 
in projecting increases in growth. It 
may turn out that we’re not wrong. 
These numbers are just estimates, 
but they may not miss by very far. 
But it’s highly unlikely that there 
will be no growth at all.’’ 

‘‘We keep hearing the comment 
too that the board has not sold all the 
bonds authorized in the election of 
1969. That is true. The reason we 
haven't is because we've been very 
diligent and cautious in our 
expenditure of pubic funds.”’ 
‘*Bonds planned for five years have 
lasted for six and a half.’’ 

On the annexation of Yorba Linda: 
“I will not preempt the board’s 
position of Yorba Linda since the

board has not taken a position. If we 
were to annex Yorba Linda, we 
would not want the educational 
programs of this district to be 
adversely affected and we would 
want the tax burden on the patrons 
in this district either to stay the same 
or to go down. 

‘In this matter of annexation, if 
those two things happen, there's 
very likely to be a favorable view of 
this whole matter by our board.” 

“‘We’re conscious not just of the 
impact on our district. We would 
consider the whole area including 
Fullerton, Placentia and Yorba 
Linda. 

Dr. Yates says that he regrets that 
the major issues of the bonds and the 
Rio Vista deannexation have 
detracted from discussions of 
concerns of a smaller nature. ‘‘] 
think if we have done anything in the 
nature of this campaign, it is to come 
up short in treating some of these 
concerns."’ 

“Concerns like the lunch 
program, the open campus, drug 
abuse, many things of that nature. I 
don’t personally have all the inputs I 
would like as a board member, from 
the people that we represent.’’ 

On collective bargaining for 
teachers: ‘‘l am _ opposed to 
collective bargaining in the pubic 
sector. I think it is a matter that 
further weakens the public control of 
their own future in terms of what 
taxes they will have to pay. It is a 
concept which removes from the 
elective representatives of the 
people, 

“I have a tremendous apprecia- 
tion for the quality of our teaching 
staff and for the people who 
represent the teachers in the PUEA 
elected offices."’ 

**My motivation for running for 
reelection: one of my _ prime 
motivations is certainly my four 
chidren and the fact that they will be 
in Placentia’ schools for the next 14 
years. I feel that I can serve them 
better from a position on the board 
than from any other position that I 
know of in the district. I’m also 
extremely concerned and anxious to 
work with and in the best interest of 
the other 16.300 kids in our district 

“Another reason is one of my 
fundamental rights as a citizen and 
an American, the right of serving 
others. And quite frankly I enjoy it 
and hopefully it will be possible for 
me to continue to do so.”’

LENTEN SHARING 

During this year's Lenten period, many are emphasizing 
the giving of oneself rather than the traditional sacrifices of 
self-denial.

Cover and 
refrigerate for at least 8 hours. Bake one hour at 350 
degrees. (Note: sourdough bread can be used instead of 
white bread.

Fifteen handsome band 
saws are taking shape in the 
metal shop at El Dorado 
High School, as 10 ad- 
vanced students put their 
skills to work in assembly 
line techniques. 

When the project is 
complete, the students may 
buy the saws for the cost of 
the materials--which — is 
one-fifth of retail cost--or 


classes, they are operating 
in simulated industrial 
environment, complete 
with a time clock. 

I don’t fail advanced 
students, I fire them,’’ 
Arnoldt said, explaining 
he's never had to fire any 
yet. ‘‘Overtime work gets 
students extra credit.” 

Many students _ take 
advantage of the opportun- 
ity to put in ‘‘overtime’’ by 


coming with their fathers to 
the El Dorado shops on 
Saturdays. Industrial arts 
teachers devote a Saturday 
a month to keep the shops 
open.

Most of the saws already 
have been spoken for by 
other El Dorado shop 
teachers. One is promised 
to Stan Ross, superinten- 
dent of the North Orange 
County Regional Occupa- 
tional Program which works 
with the Placentia school 
district on the program. 

‘*Band saws are extreme- 
ly valuable tools, and these 
are designed like commer- 
cial brands,"’ Arnoldt said. 
A similar saw was priced at 
$250, and the shop students 
are producing them for $50 
each. Metal stands also can 
be made for an additional 
$5. 

"Students have to use 
many skills to produce the 
saws, including welding, 
layout and drilling, casting, 
wiring and finishing. By the 
time they are through, they 
will have covered almost 
every area in our shop,”’ he 
said. 

Workers on the project 
are Steve Barker, John 
Draper, Gary Frederickson, 
Larry Hash, Robert Mitiler, 
Dennis Naito, Scott Plains, 
Robert Reaney, Steve Tul- 
ler and Dan White. 

The project typified the 
attitude of Arnoldt and his 
students who feel if they 
don’t have a tool they need, 
they make it.

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Dr. Ruth Explains Bonds 


‘‘We're about half devel- 
oped with nothing but 
growth ahead of us,"’ Dr. 
Ralph Ruth, Yorba Linda, 
former Trustee of the 
Placentia Unified School 
District and Co-Chairman of 
the Citizens School Bond 
Committee told the Placen- 
tia Chamber of Commerce 
last week. 

Addressing himself to the 
upcoming Placentia Unified 
School District $20 million 
school bond issue on the 
March 4 ballot, Dr. Ruth 
outlined considerations for 
the bonds at the Chamber 
luncheon at the Alta Vista 
Country Club. 

“The basic problem is 
that of size and growth,"’ he 
explained. 

The Placentia Unfied 
district encompasses 35 
square miles and goes all 
the way to the = San 
Bernardino county line, he 
outlined. 

“We now have 16,300 
students,’* he stated, ‘‘but 


by saturation we will have 
between 35 and 40,000" 

Ruth predicted 1,000 new 
students a year each year 
for at least five years. 
Schools we now have are 
nearly full, he emphasized. 

“We voted a $16.9 
million bond issue in 1969 
and only $3.3 million of that 
is left,’’ he explained. ‘‘The 
remaining monies are 
already earmarked for 
schools in progress.” 

The new bond money will 
build four elementary 
schools, a junior high and a 
high school. 


Valuation of the district 


will increase rapidly to 
provide equipment and 
teachers salaries — which 


must come from the general 
fund, engendered from the 
property tax, Ruth outlined. 


“When enrollment in 
PUSD was 3,500 the 
valuation was $54 million. 
The assessed valuation now 
is $261 million and five 


years from now, when we 


have 20,800 students, it is 


expected to be $390 
million.’ Dr. Ruth = con- 
tinued. 


About half of the property 
tax bill schools, 
Ruth explained, with the 
complete property tax now 
around $4.78 per $100 
assessed valuation. Of this 
$4.09 is general school tax 
and .69 pays off the bonds.

“This 69 cents provides 
$1 million each year to pay 
back the bond indebtedness 
he explained. 


rhe bond obligation now 
runs to 1988 and passing the 
new bond issue will extend 
this to 1993 but will not 
increase the tax level, Dr. 
Ruth stated. 

“The tax valuation in- 
creases from 9 to 12 per cent 
each year,’* he concluded in 
explanation of how money 
to operate the schools is 
provided.

Perhaps the most famous trip in history to pay taxes was 
made by Mary and Joseph when they journeyed to 
Bethlehem to be counted and taxed. Under the rule of 
Augustus Caesar, it was the law of the land that everyone 
must be counted and everyone taxed. 

The City of Placentia, too, decrees that all must pay 
taxes. Our leaders had no more compuction than did 
Caesar, only they refined their method a bit. Instead of 
counting the people and axing each individual, they turned 
to the life support systems of our community and laid their 
tax there. 

Every person, be he young or old, rich or poor, 
widowed, orphaned, unemployed or on welfare must pay 
the tax. For it is levied on every utility use including gas, 
electricity, water and telephone. The 5 per cent tax was 
instituted in 1971 to build the new Civic Center. 

This tax has evidently made our city rich, rich enough to 
buy 5 acres adjoining the new Civic Center for no definite 
purpose. The purchase price is $85,000 an acre. It is 
interesting to note that the tax assessor valued the property 
at $40,000 an acre, while the private appraisal firm, hired 
by the city, tagged it with an $85,000 an acre value. The 
City Council, ignoring the protests of some of us, moved 
ahead last week and 
purchased the property. 
(Councilman Bob Langer 
cast the sole dissenting 
vote.) 


Caesar, too, ignored the 
real needs of his subjects. 
He provided them with 
beautiful coliseums, arenas 
and temples, but neglected 
to devise. a system to 
dispose of garbage. Conse- 
quently, the streets of Rome 
were always deep in 
garbage. People simply 
tossed their garbage out the 
door, but they certainly 
enjoyed their holidays.

The reasons given for 
spending $425,000 for the 
five acres are (1) It’s a good 
investment and sure to 
appreciate.

The Civic Center certain- 
ly does not need to expand; 
it was just built at a cost of 
2.6 million dollars and there 
are still empty, unused 
offices in it, according to a 
recent news report. Fur- 
thermore, it's highly unlike- 
ly that expansion will ever 
be needed. We are a city of 
33,000 and will reach 40,000 
population. How many 
more offices could we 
possibly need? What kind of 
government kingdom are 
we building in Placentia?

Just ask Bill 
Haskell, who's in charge of 
finances for the Citizen's 
School Bond Committee in 
the Placentia Unified School 
District. 

The committee is working 


to inform patrons in the 
Placentia Unified School 
District about the $20 
million bond issue which 


will be on the March 4 ballot 
to provide schools to house 
an estimated 4,500 new 
students in the next five 
years. 

**All the members of the 
committee are volunteering 
their time and = many 
resources, but some things, 
like printing and newspaper 
advertising. take money,” 
Haskell pointed out. He also 
makes arrangements for 
donations and got all the 
paper needed for brochures 
and fact sheets donated 
from a paper company.

The citizen's committee 
would like to raise$1,500, 
but the going is slow. Two 
weeks before the election, 
only about $450 had been 
collected to defray ex- 
penses. 

Handling money is noth- 
ing new for Haskell, who is 
in financial management 
with Rockwell International 
in Anaheim, but community 
fundraising is. 

“It's not a job I really 
enjoy.’’ he said, ‘'but it’s 
one way I felt I could help 
tell people about the 
urgency of passing the bond 
authorization.” 

He explained that the 
district bonds remaining 
from the 1969 election are 
not enough to keep the 
district in the State School 
Building Program for ano- 
ther year. 

“That could be disas- 
trous for students as well as 
taxpayers," he said. *‘The 


program allows us to build 
schools as they are needed 
through low-interest loans 
and spreads payments over 
a 30-year period, while 
keeping the local building 
tax rate level at an average 
80 cents.”" 

The Placentia Unified 
School District has been in 
the state program since 
1962, when rapid growth 
began, and taxpayers have 


been paying the same 
building rate since then. 
District enrollment has 
grown by an average of 
1.066 students each year 
since 1963. 


“If the district doesn't 
grow as predicted, then the 
bonds won't be sold,"’ he 
said. “If it does, then we 
have the growth insurance 
need to keep our 
children out of overcrowded 
classrooms and off double 
sessions. If the kids come, 
we have to provide teachers 


we 


and supplies anyway, so it 
only makes sense to have 
the schools to put them in.” 

He added that the bond 
authorization won't raise 
taxes, but will only extend 
payments of the outstand- 
ing bonds for another five 
years, to 1993. 


‘My wife Kay will be 
glad when the election is 
over--especially if the bonds 
receive the needed two- 
thirds vote to pass,” 
Haskell said. 


“All contributions to the 
Citizens School Bond Com- 


mittee will be gratefully 
accepted," Haskell said. 
He can be reached at 
528-4783.
